The Fight Described. 


The story of Togo’s fight, as gleaned | 
from the admiral’s despatch, shows 
that every detail of the plan against 
the Russians worked out in that 
marvellous machine-like way  for| 
which the Japanese have become во 
renowned, says the Daily Express. 
Nothing 
For weeks the silent Togo herded his 
engines of destruction in their hiding- 
place of the Tsushima Islands, lying 
in wait for his prey. He arranged 
his fleet into squadrons, as will be 
seen from his report, and each 
squadron independently picked out its 
victims under instructions as the 
fast cruisers telegraphed their order 
of approach. The first part of the 
tattle was conducted by the combined 
squadrons of the Japanese fleet, and 
then, after the Russians had become 
thoroughly demoralised, Admiral 


'l'ogo's ships broke up into squadrons, | 
and he himself gave chase with his | 


fastest ships. In a running fight, 
which at the time of telegraphing 
was still in progress, he accounted for 
ship after ship of the Russian fleet. 

Probably the battle opened by a 
long-range attack, delivered by the 
Japanese battleships and armoured 
cruisers, the object being to damage 
the Russian ships, slow them, and 
render them easy victims for the 
attack of the Japanese torpedo craft 
when the hour for that attack should 
come, says the Evening News. 

The Japanese marksmen would shoot 
far better than the scratch crews of 
the Russian ships, and when 
the great 12-in. projectiles began 
to go home, when the steel mon- 
sters rang and reeled under the 
terrific blows, when the hail of frag- 
ments from Shimose shells covered 
the upper decks and rendered 
impossible for the Russians to man 
their smaller guns, discipline would 
le lost on board Admiral Rojdest- 
vensky's fleet, and the ill-compacted 
congeries of soldiers, landsmen, con- 
scripts, and foreign mercenaries de- 
generate into a mere rabble.

TOGO’S PRISONER.

Admiral Togo, the hero of the 
modern Battle of Trafaigar, was born 
on October 14, 1857, so that he is 
still on the right side of fifty, though 
his hair is plentifully besprinkled 
with white, :

Hot-tempered and impulsive, he was 
the idol of the Italian Radicals. 

His great rival, Count Ferruccio 
Macola, was the antithesis of Caval-

men had opposed each other in debate 
of the bitterest description, and the 
adherents of both dreaded the day 
when they should come to an open 
rupture.

practically certain that serious conse- 
quences would follow. The friends 
of both men, however, did all in their 
power to smooth the affair over, and 
it was generally supposed that they 
had been successful, when all Rome 
was startled by hearing that there 
was to be a duel between the two 
deputies. 

The combat was precipitated by 
Cavallotti who, though he was then 
fifty-six, over-fat and extremely short- 
sighted, was determined to fight. 
The Radical leader already had fought 
thirty-five duels and come off practi- 
cally unscathed, and regarded himself 
as invincible. 

"I must have ту thirty-sixth 
battle," he is reported to have said. 
“ I don't want the fellow’s life, but I'm 
determined to let out some of that 
tbick blood of his." 


Forced to Fight. 


Count Macola, on the other hand, 


had no wish to meet his rival, although | 


he had. no special reason to fear the 


| issue, for he was not only Cavallotti's 


equal as a swordsman, but had the 
advantage of him in years, being only 
thirty-seven. Macola also had many 
successful duels to his credit. Не did 
all in his power to avoid the encounter, 
but it was torced upon him notwith- 
standing. To refuse absolutely to 
meet his rival meant the accusation 
ої cowardice, made by a faction which 
sticks at few aspersions. Fight or be 
branded was the alternative, and 
Macola chose the former. 

The scene of the duel was a villa 
not far outside the Maggiore Gate of 
Rome, belonging to the famous 
Countess Cellere. This noblewoman

Cavallotti, excited it is 
said by drink, was burning to show 
himself still the invincible swordsman. 
Each was accompanied by friends and 
a physician. After the usual pre- 
liminaries, the word was given. Two 
assaults came to an end with both men 
uninjured. But in the third Macola, 
on guard, was furiously attacked by 
the Radical leader, who, aiming for 
his opponent's breast, was absolutely 
spitted on the Conservative's sword, 
which entered  Cavallotti's mouth, 
although Macola.had not moved his 
weapon. 

The fatal mischance evidently was 
due to the short-sightedness of the 
injured man and his mad fury. Caval- 
lotti tottered and fell, without a hand 
| being stretched forth to support him. 
| The seconds and doctors were aroused 
from their trance of terror, however, 
| by blood-curdling screams from the 
house, and the cry of “ Assassin ! " 
in a woman's voice. The Countess, 
deserting her window, had flown to the 
scene, and before anyone had gathered 
| his wits was the ground 
with Cavallotti's head in her lap.

A. Note on Sheep. 


I am very much afraid that my North 
Country correspondent will have few 
opportunities of seeing specimens of 
Dorset horned sheep at any of the shows 
which are to be held in his locality. 
There may be classes both at the York- 
shire and Royal Lancashire gatherings ; 
but I am by no means sure that such 
will be the case. He will undoubtedly 
be able to see specimens at the Royal 
Show next month, but-if he is really 
anxious to introduce Dorset blood into 


his flock he would be well repaid by | 


visiting the fairs at Sherborne, Wim- 
borne, Blandford, or even Salisbury in 
the early autumn. As regards the 
valuation of sheep stock, respecting 
which he addresses а query to me, I am 
not in a position to advise him, for 
custom varies so much. Оп hill 
grazings, however, where a system of 
store-farming is pursued, an outgoing 
tenant is, in most cases, bound by his 
lease to leave the regular sheep stock of 
the farm to his successor at valuation 
price. Even where it has not been 
stipulated for, this arrangement is 
frequently adopted in sheep-farming 
districts. The practice is one that 
commends itself to all parties concerned, 
for various reasons. It ensures the 
outgoing tenant a customer for his stc ck, 
and it gives the incomer a stock pre- 
sumably well-suited to the farm. 


Water Gardening. 

Of very great interest is the little 
jmphlet on water-gardening which 
ge been sent to me by Mr. A. Perry, of 
Winchmore Hill N., who makes an 
especial line of the propagation of water 
plants. There is always a fascination 
in water and its surroundings; the 
rippling stream, the rushing torrent, or 
the silent lake has always a charm, and 
one never tires of meandering along the 
margins admiring Nature's grand pro- 
vision for the adornment of the water 
аз well аз jor the land. The sagittaria 
japonica, one of the loveliest of all our 
hardy aquatics, is easily grown ; in fa-t, 
the cultivation of most aquatics 
exceedingly simple. Where а natural 
piece of water exists, no matter whether 
a running stream, a stagnant pool, or a 
morass, a water garden is simply a 
question of planting such species and 
varieties adapted for the various depths 
of water, the plants increasing in size 
and beauty every year. In gardens 
where natural water does not exist, 
pretty effects can be made with water 
lilies by the use of tubs, sinking them 
in the ground, and if several are sunk 
together the spaces between them can 
be used for growing primulas, gent'ans, 
calthas, cypripediums, and other 
moisture-loving plants. Cultivation of 
water lilies is exceedingly simple. AN 
are hardy, preferring full sun, and all 
casily grown. When required for a 
swift stream select q ıiet nooks which 
the current does not touch; in such 
places they will readily | become 
established, soon extending into the 
stream and taking care of themselves. 
In planting use small shallow baskets 
filled with stiff mud or clay, covering 
the soil with a piece of turf, tying it 
over to prevent the water washing the 
plant away ; the basket soon decays, 
and the roots quickly find their way into

Draining a Field. 


The first point to be determined is 
|the outlet. This should always be at 
|the lowest part of the land, or such as 
|will afford a sufficient fall for the

lit. The main drain, or drains, must be 
| at the lowest part in the line of the 
greatest slope, and all the minor drains 
| must enter the mains diagonally in the 
same direction as the run of the water, 
and not at right angles. А 4-in. main 
drain is usually sufficient to carry off 
| the water from five or seven acres ; but 
where the land is springy larger mains 
jor more of them are required. The 
| drains should not be less than 3ft. deep, 
and where there is sufficient fall they 
| are better 34ft. to 4ft. deep. A smooth 
| and even fall and certain outlet must be 
povided. А sharp fall is not necessary. 
he distance of the drains will be deter- 
mined by the nature of thesoil. Sandy, 
gravelly, ог silty subsoils draw well, and 
the drains should be 24ft. apart ; for 
medium-texture subsoils, 21ft.; for 
stiff loams, 18ft. ; and for retentive clay 
subsoils, 15ft. apart. In tenacious 
soils it is a good plan to fill the trench

| soil, or 2ft. from the surface; but in

Hen with Cramp. 


Often when a good layer is not 
supplied with sufficient iron and shell- 
forming material she will, especially 
during winter and spring, completely 
lose the use of her legs for atime. Her 
appetite is good, and otherwise she is 
in excellent health. The best treat- 
ment for such a case is to place the bird 
entirely alone, keeping her quiet, and 
allowing her to rest on soft material. A 
large exhibition basket placed in an 
outhouse out of draughts will answer 
admirably. The bird should be fed 
rather sparingly on wheat, dari, rice, 
and fresh vegetables, with, of course, 
flint grit at hand. Medicinally give 
her daily a teaspoonful of cod-liver 
oil with four grains of citrate of iron in 
it.

|for this purpose all that is required is 
a sweet, light, and rich soil and the 
usual light cases and glass lights. The 
plants must be taken up and split into 
single pieces with a small piece of root 
attached. These must be dibbled into 
the soil in the frames just as small seed, 
lings ; 3in. apart will be sufficient, as- 
&s soon as they have made a decent 
root, they will be planted out in the 
| ореп. The plants must not be coddled 
{in any way, but the lights will be 
needed more to kcep a close atmos- 


|phere for a few days to encourage 
rooting than for anything else. If 


glass is used the frames should face the 
North. Oiled calico or even tiffany 
will do quite well for starting the 
plants. When growth commences all 
| lights must be removed and the plants 
|receive abundant waterings in the 
evening. In planting out 6ft. beds 
with alleys between are best, and the 
plants may then be from біп. to Яіп 
apart in each direction.
